With the appointment of the com­ 
missioner of the census of 1900 specu­ 
lation begins as to thè population the 
enumerators will find in the country 
when they finish their work next year. 
As usual large figures are being made 
and a great increase is claimed over 
the population given in 1S90. 
One 
estimate now going around is based 
on the guesses of the governors as to 
the population of the different States 
and territortes January 1. 1899. 
The 
total on that date is placed at 77,983,- 
363. and, adding the proportionate in­ 
crease between now and June, 1899, it 
is claimed that the United States prop, 
er will have in 1900 about 80.250,000. 
Adding the estimated 
population of 
Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Philippine 
Islands and a grand total of 89,250,000 
Is found. 


This is a magnificent and alluring 
figure. 
If realized it would show a 
growth of nearly threefold since 1860, 
or in forty years. 
It Is extremely 
doubtftil, however, if any such total 
!s reached. The addition of 9,1)00.000 
for the population of Hawaii, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines is probably 
not too large. 
It gives 1,000,000 less 
people to the Philippine islands than 
many good authorities claim, and it 
would not be surprising if the total ad­ 
ditions to the population of this coun­ 
try made by the war with Spain would 
apgregate 10,000,000. But the estimato 
of 80.250,000 as the population of the 
ITnited States proper in 1900 Is 
un­ 
doubtedly too large by several 
mil­ 
lions. It would mean an increase of 
17,400,000 since 1890, or about twenty- 
seven per cent., a much larger in­ 
crease than was shown by the last 
census. 


Such 
an Increase Is 
Improbable. 
There is no evidence to show that the 
coiin'ry has grown at a more rap'd rate 
since 1890 than ft did during the de­ 
cade between 
1880 and 
1890. 
The 
growth which It was exppcted the cen- 
SU.J of the latter year would slTow was 
not realized. 
Expectation had been 
baped on the percentage of increase 
between 1870 and 1880. But the large 
Increase shown In the latter year, It 
is now acknowledged, was due to tlTS 
defective census of 1870. The more ac­ 
curate census of 1880 gave a large in­ 
crease over the previous census and 
created 
the popular 
dissatisfaction 
with the census of 1S90. But no facts 
have since come to light to show that 
the last enumeration was not full, ac­ 
curate and complete. 
Every census 
made by States during the past eight 
years has tended to prove the correct­ 
ness of the census of 1890. 


Some light is thrown on the size 
of the population which will be found 
in the country in June. 1900. by the 
S^nto censuses taken in 1895. The fol­ 
le ving table gives the returns from 
nine of these States:

It will be seen by this table that 
M'nnesota and WiFr^onsin are the only 
Western States which rande large gains 
between 1890 and 1895. The first State 
pains about twenty per cent, and the 
latter about fifteen per cent. 
Michi­ 
gan’s census was taken in 1894, but its 
eain is only seven per cent.*, and Iowa’s 
is about the same. Kansas loses and 
Oregon gains about eleven per cent. 
The most surprising gain made Is in 
New Jersey and Massachusetts. 
The 
former State increased about 
fifteen 
per cent, between 1890 and 1895 and 
the latter State over eleven per cent, 
in the same time. Rhode Island also 
showed an Increase of eleven per cent, 
in its population. The average growth 
in these nine States in the five years 
from 1890 to 1895 was about ten per 
cent. If it Is the same between 1895 
and 1900 the 
average 
per cent, 
of 
growth over Jhe United States proper 
would be twenty per cent, for the de­ 
cade between 1890 and 1900, or an In­ 
crease of about 12,500,000. This added 
to the 62.622.250 population In 
1890 
would indicate a population of about 
75,000.000. 
Adding 9.000,000 for Ha- 
v/aii, Porto RIco and the Philippine 
islands and a total population of 84,- 
(00,000 appears, or 5,000,000 less than 
the sanguine predictions. 


This will probably be the extent of 
the growth 
In population the 
next 
census will disclose. 
The real sur­ 
prise the enumeration will make to 
the country will probably be the dis­ 
covery that the East, South and middle 
West have grow’n more rapidly than 
the trans-MissIsslppI States. The per­ 
centage of gain In the latter, with the 
exception of one or two States, will 
probably be found to have fallen off. 
This is not a dlsccuraging fact, and it 
will not be surprising If the same ten­ 
dency Is shown in the censuses of 1910 
and 1920. The far West will have to 
wait until the waste places In the 
Cast and South are filled up.

W hat Is said to have been the first 
cantilever bridge In existence Is tho 
Kintal bridge, near the station of Iwa- 
kunl, on the Sanyo Railway In Jap.an. 
This bridge was built some 240 years 
ago by Daimlo, the governor of the 
province of Swo. The bridge extends 
across the Nishikigawa river and is 
famed throughout western Japan. 
It 
consists of five semi-circular wooden 
arches of 150 feet clear span each. The 
piers of the bridge are 33x18 feet in 
plan, the stones being cemented by 
poured lead. Each span Is formed of 
five wooden girders imbedded in the 
masonry of the piers and extended 
length by length toward the centre and 
held together by Iron bolts. The spans 
t t centre are eighty f?et above the 
water 


In the repairing of this bridge it 
has been the custom to renew one of 
the arches thoroughly evory five years, 
so that one# In twenty-flv# years th*o 
whole itructufe has been renewed.

Senators Name That Price for 
Sugar Beets. 


Lansing, June 3.->The senate has 
dealt beet-sugar manufacturers a blow 
by passing a bill increasing from $4 to 
15 a ton the minimum price paid to the 
growers for beets containing 12 per 
cent of sugar. 


The house passed to third reading a 
bill levying a specific tax of 2 cents a 
ton on iron ore and a graduated tax of 
from 1-16 to i cent a pound. on copper, 
the tax being based on the output of 
the respective mines. This bill will 
increase more than tenfold the taxes 
of copper companies, and will make 
the tax of the Calumet and Hecla 
about $900,000 a year. 


Other tax bills passed by the house 
levy a tax of 5 per cent on the gross 
earnings of express companies and 3 
per cent on the gross earnings of tele­ 
phone and telegraph companies.
